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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Another school year is passed and your board of 
education present their annual report with no small de- 
gree of satisfaction, for we feel we can truthfully say 
that our public schools have been making decided 
progress. ‘This has been achieved, not by any noisy 
demonstration or startling revolution, but by steady, 
persuasive, and persistent efforts. Thus it is in nature, 
the forces which accomplish the greatest results, are 
still in their action. The sunlight never shouts aloud 
as it wakes up the roots anf buds in spring, expanding 
them in the summer into leafage and blossom, and 
hanging an abundance of fruitage upon the trees in 
autumn. So mind in being developed acts silently. 
The unloaded cars in passing, rumble and jolt about, 
while the heavily burdened train hugs the rails and 
speeds on, making scarcely any disturbance. Within 
our experience our schools hitherto have never moved 
on so quietly as the past year. 

The order has been excellent without making any 
use of the birch and ferule. Really, why should there 
be any longer in a civilized community any demand for 
the instruments of the rude and savage ages? In the 
days of witchcraft and superstition, the thumbscrew and 
rawhide may have been tolerated, but in this epoch 
when humanitarian societies will not allow the ox to be 
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cruelly goaded, nor the horse to be beaten, nor over- 
driven, the shillalah is not a weapon for the school- 
room. | 
If children are early taught in the home that, when 
they enter the school, it is for the special purpose of 
being taught, not to be governed the same as when they 
go to church or into any civil assembly, for as a rule, 
when the young are in a place of worship, they feel 
that they must behave, for home and public sentiment 
require them to preserve decorum. Let all feel thus 
towards the young in school and they will not be dis- 
orderly. The idea is preposterous that one pupil, or 
more, should be permitted to remain in school to the 
hinderance of all the rest of the students in the pursuit 
of knowledge. <A black sheep cannot be too speedily 
removed from the flock, to prevent general corruption. 
Naught could be more gratifying than the prevailing 
spirit which has expressed itself in our schools, espe- 
cially for the last two terms. The larger students 
have treated the smaller ones with kindness, and so be- 
gotten respect in return. Whispering, or passing of 
notes has not prevailed to any considerable extent, and 
must not, to have our schools truly succcessful. These 
have always proved terrible enemies to education. 
Though the constant attendance has not been all we 
could desire, yet it has by far surpassed the preceeding 
year. We have been highly favored in having no pre- 
vailing sickness as last year. Would that all parents 
and guardians of the young could realize that they 
have no moral right to keep their children under four- 
teen years of age out of school for work, when it is in 
session. The law of the state demands that they shall 
be in school from the ages of eight to sixteen years old, 
at least a certain portion of the time. The law is sup- 
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posed to take into account what will prove best for the 
parent and the community, for the individual and the 
state. Wedonotown our children, as we do our horses 
and cattle, for financial profit. They are given us that 
we may make the most possible out of them as to real 
manhood and womanhood. If we fail in this, we com- 
mit an irreparable wrong. Mind, as well as body, 
must be fed, and he who filches from either makes a 
great mistake. Poverty in our country need not be the 
cause of any such wrong doing, for when parents have 
done their best, being temperate and economical, and 
then fail in being able to school their children, the state 
comes to their rescue and assistance. Every child in 
our town should be in school all the time that the law 
requires. 

The extra rooms furnished in school No. 2 are 
proving of great utility. The wonder now is, how we 
got on so long without them as we did. Our schools 
are being graded as it was impossible before having the 
addition. We now have room to grade up toa full high 
school course, and it is hoped that this may soon be- 
come a fact. It seems that the time is already upon us 
when it should be accomplished. Let the town at this 
annual meeting vote to establish an English high 
school, and in the course of two years we would have 
more or less students to graduate from it, who would do 
credit to the town as well as themselves. This would 
necessarily incur but a few hundred dollars additional 
expense to the town and would save very much to pri- 
vate families, and, directly and indirectly, would prove 
of inestimable value to the people at large. Marlborough, 
as it is, with its school donations, cannot aftord to con- 
tinue without a high school. According to our popula- 
tion we have fitted and sent out during the last five years 
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more successful teachers than any other town in the 
county. As pupils of regular standing have gone from 
our schools to others in various places, in and out of 
the state, they have taken good rank at once and some 
of them have excelled. Only let due thought be given 
to this subject and it will be followed by proper action. 
It is not for our interest as a town to force the young 
people after leaving the grammar school to distant 
places to complete their English education. ‘The indi- 
gent as well as the opulent should have equal advan- 
tages for learning. In this way all the people would 
be benefitted and improved. 

Our corps of teachers has remained the same as last 
year, with the exception of the addition of one. We 
are confident that this has been a blessing to our 
schools, for they had by faithful service shown them- 
selves worthy of their hire, and they certainly added 
the past year to their previously well earned laurels. 
As a rule they have shown by their methods and in- 
struction, that they too have been students, preparing 
themselves beforehand for their class-work, so as in 
recitations to be ready and free from text-book abuse. 
They have seemed to be of the opinion of the distin- 
guished Arnold who was once asked, why he always 
made special preparation for his class-work, however 
familiar he might be with the branch to be taught, re- 
plied that he preferred to have his students drink from 
running water than a stagnant pool. How true it is 
that instructors cannot teach what they do not know. 
A teacher who is confined to her text-book in asking 
questions, particularly in arithmetic, geography, and 
grammar, is not up with the times and verily is not pre- 
pared to awaken mind and move the heart to noblest 
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endeavors. The teachers have done an exalted work 
in our schools the past twelve months. 

It would be for the interest of our schools, if parents 
would visit them more and make a greater effort to be- 
come acquainted with the teachers and so discover more 
fully their consecration to their calling and their inter- 
est in the right education of the children. They would 
soon learn, as they should see them at work and dis- 
cover their motives, that they are not in the schoolroom 
so much for financial compensation, as for the sake of 
doing good. Their greatest reward, we believe, con- 
sists in being conscious that their pupils are growing in 
wisdom and virtue. 

It has been a pleasure for the school board to visit 
the schools, for with scarcely an exception, they have 
found the scholars attentive to their duties and respect- 
ful to their superiors. They have exercised care in 
moving about in the schoolrooms and have not leaped 
the bounds of propriety on the playgrounds. 

In the village there has not been nearly as much 
loitering about the post office and stores as formerly. 
Children have no right to linger at such places, nor 
certainly to frequent and lounge in by-rooms. Those 
who do, are likely to become educated with a fondness 
for passionate stories and obscene pictures. 

It is a fact that all children are educated in some 
way. The tattooed Indian, skilled in the use of the 
bow and arrow, is educated; the young man who thinks 
more of good looks than of good principles, is edu- 
cated; the young woman who is more fond of outside 
show than soul-culture, spending much of her leisure 
at the whist table and in the ball room, is educated; 
and the one whose mind is enlightened, whose con- 
science is sensitive, and whose head and heart are high- 
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ly cultivated, is educated. How true it is that we reap 
justas we sow! ‘Thus our striving should be for true 
education. There is no time to squander. If the best 
foot is put forward every time, one cannot advance too 
far; when one peak is reached, there is always another 
discovered still higher. Life isarace, and only he who 
runs with his might, reaches the highest goal. 

It has been gratifying that a good number of the 
scholars the past winter have been wont to improve 
their evenings in study. Parents should see that their 
children during the long evenings are disciplining, not 
dissipating their minds. This is done by proper study 
and good reading. Boys who are rightly trained, have 
no desire to lounge in bar-rooms, or visit cesspools of 
iniquity. Let the boys and girls spend for the most 
part their evenings at home and in good company, im- 
proving their minds, and in due time they will be quite 
sure to develop into true men and women, the pride of 
parents and the adornment of society. 

Thoroughness has been the aim in all our schools. 
We cannot afford to skim and gain only a smattering of 
the branches pursued. ‘To gain the power to think and 
become able to use our knowledge, which is the object 
of education, requires time and: severe discipline; for 
this reason our schoolrooms have been devoted to close 
mental and moral work. Special attention has been 
given to spelling, mental arithmetic, writing, language, 
physiology and music, as well as all other studies 
taught in our schools. The elementary branches are 
of more importance than all others, for they are the 
foundation, and: if neglected, the superstructure, how- 
ever beautiful, will not endure. 

Our common schools are important in the same way, 
as the common air, the common sunshine, and the com- 
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mon rain of inestimable value because of their com- 
monness. These are the basal stones to our national 
temple. ‘They are the source of the wide spread intel- 
ligence pervading our country. From the common 
school have gone forth some of the most notable char- 
acters; a Franklin who bridled the lightning; a 
Hitchcock who picked the crust of the earth in pieces ; 
a Safford who weighed the stars; a Field who has 
strung the bed of the ocean with telegraph cables; and 
a Lincoln who really filled the highest chair of state. 
Our public schools are the keys to unlock the vast store- 
house of knowledge to the masses of our people. They 
constitute the seminary in which minds are being trained 
for eternity. What a responsibility, then, as parents 
and citizens is imposed upon us! While the pencil of 
Apelles, the chisel of Phidias, the sword of Cesar, 
and the screw of Archimedes, live only in the breath 
of tradition, or on the torn leaf of history, we are 
called to do a work that will survive when palace and 
cathedral, and the very mountains shall have dissolved 
into dust—to strike a light which will shine when gas- 
jets and electric disks shall be forever extinguished, 
and the great sun melts into darkness! 

Yet there are those who would pamper the body and 
starve the soul, who care for the cattle on the hills, feed 
the fish in the pond, sow the prairie with wheat, dam 
rivers to whirl saws and spindles, and set steam to driv- 
ing cars and boats, doing all this, to sustain and gar- 
nish the body, while the mind is heedlessly passed by 
as of little moment and worth. It is lamentable that 
such overestimation should be put upon the mortal and 
such depreciation placed upon the immortal. 

Of course the young should be cared for physically, 
intellectually and morally. A routine of education 
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that does not do all this, is radically defective. True 
education means growing the whole child. Therefore, 
let our schools have this object in view, and let us do 
our utmost to foster and improve them. The highest 
welfare of the young should be constantly borne in 
mind. Lord Erskine has told us that he never robed 
himself to plead at the bar but he imagined his children 
and those of his neighbors were pulling at his gown. 
So it is we need to keep the young in mind, doing the 
best we can in drawing them out and inciting them on 
and up the steps of knowledge. Let our people be 
faithful in this exalted service and the exuberance of 
natural beauties all about us will be surpassed by 
throngs of beautiful characters that will adorn our hills 
and vales, letting their light so shine as to glow their 
morning pathway, make radiant their noonday track 
and gild their evening circuit. All who strive to edu- 
cate the human mind and heart aright, will produce 
forms and colors, the truth of which will be recognized 
and admired on earth and in heaven.
